DEBT AND UNEMPLOYMENT 

Mr. Bennett has at last come to the conclu- 
sion that we shal] have to “reconstitute” the 
public debt, national, provincial and municipal! 
on a basis of lower interest rates; and retire 
wage-earners at the age of sixty years to open 
jobs for younger men and women. Both are 
steps in the right direction, and in the nature 
of things inevitable. 

Both are steps which would have been taken 
long ago by almost any Government other than 
that of Mr. Bennett. Great Britain and Aus- 
tralia led the way in debt-refunding three 
years ago; Mr. Bennett has attempted no re- 
funding except when bonds fel] due whcih he 
could not pay. As for the paradox presented by 
old men working while young men can find 


nothing to do, there has hitherto been no hint 
that he even knew of its existence 

The Premier he advances this 
retirement proposal as sincerely as in 1930 he 
promised to end unemployment Since he has 
made no serious attempt to implement the 
former promise, the necessary inference 1s that 
five years hence the old men would still be on 
the tread-mill though their sons might still be 
in the internment camps 

At that, the sudden supposed conversion of 
the Premier on these two subjects is only 2 half- 
conversion. The one proper thing to do with 
the public debt is to pay it, in instalments as 
the bonds fall due, by issuing new money— 
against gold, if it is necessary to make that con- 
cession to the superstitions of our gold-standard 
friends. There isn’t any other way to deal with 
the debt which does not ensure eventual bank- 
ruptcy. Refunding at lower interest rates at 
this late date would only be paying out rope 
with which to hang ourselves in future instead 
of at present 

As for retiring wage-workers at sixty-—on 
what terms are they to be retired? Does Mr. 
Bennett propose to put them on the dole, or on 
the present old age pension pittance of $20 a 
nonth? On that point he is silent. But that is 
the all-important point. If they are to be re- 
tired at sixty, and the machine has made that 
necessary, they should be retired on an allow- 
ance sufficient for a decent living, say twice the 
present old age pension allowance. To simply 
turn them adrift on the dole or the present old 
age pension would only be to shift poverty from 
the young to the old, which neither deserve and 
neither need be made to endure.

The Passing Show 


By J S COWPER 

Not originating in a metropolitan journal in 
the land of the free, this column can’t emulate 
the highly-paid Walter Winchell and make 
prognostications about coming “blessed events.” 
It can only concern itself with the rise and fall 
of governments, the price of wheat and the 
prospect of so manipulating a 
fountain pen that the prov- 
ince will be able to cease 
from borrowing, pay each 
voter $25 or $75 a tnonth and 
discharge its public debt. 


They do the “blessed 
eventing’ with a more deli- 
cate touch in this country. 


The Nelson Daily News has 
been printing short biogra- 


phies of Canadian public 
J. S. Cowper men. It had one a couple of 
weeks ago of Premier R. G. Reid (now ex- 


Premier) of Alberta which concluded with the 
following interesting domestic prophecy about 
the Reid family: 
“There are four children, George, Flora, 
James and Richard. (More tomorrow.)” 


Westbrook Pegler, well-known American 
columnist and sports writer in a more serious 
moment has penned a protest against the affect- 
ation of public men in his country to affect 
yokelisms in their speech. He says: 

“The heaviest handicap that an intelli- 
gent man can impose upon himself in public 
life in this country is a decent respect for 
the grammar, and dignity in manner and 
dress. 

“On the other hand, let a shrewd faker 
salt his speech with double negatives, 
‘should have wents’ and ‘we wasn’ts,’ act the 
part of a loveable oaf and strictly refrain 
from having his shoes shined or his pants 
pressed, and he may aspire to high position 
not only in the government but in the arts 
as well. 

“This is so in spite of the vaunted na- 
tional passion for education, and the tre- 
mendous expenditure of money to din into 
the ears of the young an appreciation cf 
good language and intelligent thought, and 
to point their ambitions in the general 
direction of the plug hat. The great majority 
either can’t learn or resolutely Tefuse to. 

“Of those who do learn despite their 
resistance, a great many are afraid to admit 
as much for fear of being ostracized as 
snobs. It is not uncommon to hear a man 
who is capable of speaking and writing 
the language well affecting the errors of the 
mental slob, because he wants the elector- 
ate, if he has any political ambitions, or the 
buying public if he is a writer, to believe 
that he is their true representative in his 
field. 

“A deadly test of the philosophical con- 
tent of the material which is so widely 
accepted as homely philosophy in print and 
over the air would be to take the language 
out of character, delousing it of its gram- 
matical bugs so carefully calculated to tickle 
the vanity of an ungrammatical public, and 
present it in orthodox English. It would 
then be found that the shrewd native wis- 
dom amounted to nothing more than mis- 
spelling and an affectation of ignorance, 
and that the humor was largely an illusion.” 


I knew one public man in Canada who built 
himself up a great reputation and high position 
by masquerading as a bucolic philosopher fresh 
from the farm. Yet so far as I can find out from 
a study of his career he has been a beneficiary 
of the public payroll, either as civil servant or 
public servant, since ever he had left college 

When he came into the room, so completely 
did he act the part. you could almost smell the 
cow-dung from his boots. He aped the manners 
and used the similies of the farm to such effect 
that he came at last to think of himseif as a 
farmer instead of as a easy-living almsman on 
the public treasuries. 

I remember interviewing him on one ccca- 

Ottawa policies and personalities 
igh then a federal minister he still kept up 
pleasant fiction of the farm. He had men- 
ed one or two of the outstanding members. 
s one of the pioneers of the woman suffrage 
movement in Canada, I was interested to learn 
what impression Miss Agnes MacPhail had 
made on the House. This college product. that 
had spent all his life gravitating between well- 
paid civil service and parliamentary jobs, cul- 
in the federal cabinet, never lapsed 
He winked one eye, as con- 
philosopher might, and said, 
1e’s neither for meat nor milk.” 
We're not entirely free from reproach here 
in Canada. The politicians have been quick to 
capitalize en the public appetite for Amics n’ 
Andy, Mr. Bennett who less than a year ago 
was out-radicalling the Reds in his radio 
speeches, has changed his tactics. Instead of 
uttering more speeches like those that won him 
an invitation to join the Canadian Common- 
wealth Federation, he is now putting on a 
political Amos 'n Andy national broadca:t 

The script shows al] the earmarks of having 
been written by Mr. Bennett himself.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1915 Sir Wil- 
liam Cornelius Van Horne, an 
American-born maker of Canada, 
died. Twenty years have since 
passed. They have but added to 
the historical importance of this 
son of Illino's who came to Can- 
ada at the inception of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway at the age of 
42, became 2 British subject many 
years afterwards and died a 
knight, an honer mightily deserv- 
ed in his case. Mr. Van Horne 
was a remarkable man. Rough of 
manner at times, a driver in con- 
struction, an expert in “language.” 
he was in his private life a de- 
voted husband and father, a man 
who delighted in his home, never 
happier than when he was study- 
ing art (he was ho mean artist 
himself) or showing his treasures 
to visitors, 

His great service to Canada 
was, as L. J..Burpee has well said, 
‘On connection with the building 
and operation of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. in which his ex- 
traordinary physical and mental 
energy. driving power, initiative 
and faith in the future of the

road were of inestimable value. 
It is. indeed, questionable if the 
railway would, lacking his firm, 
guiding hand, have pulled through 
the exceedingly difficult early 
years of its history. It was main- 
iy due to his masterful methods 
that the railway, which had 
hitherto been moving forward at 
a pace that would have taken 
several decades to complete, was 
pushed to completion at a hith- 
erto unprecedented rate.” 

Mr. Van Horne once said that 
the C.P.R. should have erected 
a monument to Louis Riel, since 
it was the necessity for trans- 
porting troops from eastern Can- 
ada to Saskatchewan that gave 
the railway an opportunity to 
prove its usefulne-s and its value 
as a national bond of un‘on be- 
tween east and west. Van Horne’s 
handling of the troop transport 
in 1885 was a masterpiece, some 
thing unprecedented, and it is 
fitting that in this jubilee year of 
the North West rebellion, a vet- 
eran of the North West Field 
Force should, as I do, pay him 
tribute for that service.

The real reason that lies behind
